The president also has under 
consideration plans to stabilize 
prices, profits and wages for the 
duration of the war. This it was 
emphasized by white house aides, 
is not a “freezing” plan which 
would make injustices permanent 
but a stabilization program to pre- 
vent runaway inflation, Details as 
to its scope and operation have not 
yet been worked out, the president 
said at a press conference. 

The commander-in-chief’s action 
with regard to anti-labor legisla- 
tion is expected to kill the already 
dying hopes of congressional labor- 
baiters. 


They started backing down im- 
mediately after the Easter recess 
by modifying provisions of the 
Smith-Vinson bill when it became 
apparent that the house naval af- 
fairs committee would not approve 
the measure in its original form. 

However, the changes in the 
Smith-Vinson bill offered by Chair- 
man Vinson make it scarcely less 
vicious. Together with the Con- 
nolly bill, which is up for immedi- 


tutes a dangerous and unjustified 
assault on the American way of 
life. 

This is what the president is ex- 
pected to tell congress. From the 
present indications, the president 
will come out forcefully against 
abolition of the 40-hour week stan- 
dard, against the abrogation of 
overtime pay for hours worked in 
excess of 40 per week and against 
compulsory anti-strike legislation. 


In regard to manpower mobiliza- 
tion, the American Federation of 
Labor submitted recommendations 
to the president several weeks ago. 
Through the war labor cabinet, 
headed by AFL President Green, 
organized labor urged that the job 
of training and allocating workers 
where their services are most ur- 
gently required in war industries 
be placed in the hands of a single 
director who would function within 
the sphere of the department of 
labor. No names were submitted. 

In discussing the overall stabil- 
ization plan at a press conference, 
the president made it clear that it 
is still in the study stage. Labor 
will insist that no scheme be in- 
cluded that would paralyze collec- 
tive bargaining and prevent exist- 
ing wage injustices from being 
adjusted.

‘Employes of State Athletic. 
Commission May Organize 
Regardless of Licensing Law 


Ruling Affects Ushers, Doormen, Ticket Sellers 
and Building Service Employes 


Employes whose type of work 
requires a license cannot be con- 
trolled in their organizing and col- 
lective bargaining activities by the 
licensing state board or commis- 
sion. This was the gist of an 
opinion handed down by Earl 
Warren, attorney general, to the 
state athletic commission this week 
in answer to questions concerning 


215| the powers and interest of the com- 


mission in the unionizing and col- 
lective bargaining activities being 
carried on by the public events 
ticket sellers, takers, doormen and 
ushers’ union of the building ser- 
| vice employes’ international, an A. 
of L. affiliate. 

The union has been organizing 
the ticket sellers, doormen, ushers 


..|and box office employes of all the 


public boxing and wrestling clubs 
in the state over the protests of 
some of the clubs. 


“In my opinion,” the attor- 
ney general advised the com- 
mission, “the fact that they are 
licensed by the commission 
does not affect their right to 
organize and bargain’ col- 
lectively with their employers, 
who are also licensees of the 
commission. This right is en- 
tirely separate and_ distinct 

| from the- licensing power of 
the commission, in which the 
law vests the discretion of de- 

termining who shall be _li- 

censed, in order to protect the 

public interest.” 

An amendment to the boxing law 
passed last year required all em- 
ployes of boxing and wrestling 
clubs to be licensed by the state 
athletic commission.

The opinion points out, however, 
that the commission “has full dis- 
eretion to determine who is or is 
not entitled to be licensed, in order 
to insure the public that only per- 
sons of good moral character are 
connected with the sports.”

All wage changes in England 
are determined by collective bar- 
gaining, the only democratic method 
of wage adjustment. In November 
1941, 410,000 workers received wage 
increases, totaling about $280,000 in 
weekly pay. There were 124 strikes 
during the month, causing a work 
loss of 72,000 man days. Cost of 
living in England has increased far 
more than in the United States. In 
November, English living costs 
were 81 per cent above prewar, 
United States, 13 per cent.

CONTRACTING FOR WAR WORK ~ - 


Donald Nelson said on April 4: We are encountering short- 
ages of fabricating and processing facilities; we dont have 
time to build new factories; the process of converting factories 
from civilian to war work must go faster. 


This is the statement of America’s production chief. Yet re- 
ports from AFL unions show that hundreds of plants able to 
do war work and eager to convert are still standing idle or 
partly idle, their workers walking the streets, because they can- 
not get contracts. Here are a few typical examples: 


The stove industry has been cut to 60 per cent of its civilian 
production; stove plants have been desperately trying to get 
war contracts to fill their idle capacity. They are eager to help 
in war work. Their stamping and assembly facilities and 
foundries are admirably fitted to make the simpler items needed 
by the army and navy, such as field stoves, bomb carriers for 
airplanes, ammunition boxes, and scores of other things. Yet 
in the last month a contract for field stoves was awarded to an 
automobile company which already had hundreds of millions 
of dollars of war work on its books; stove companies were not 
even permitted to bid. A large contract for bomb carriers was 
awarded to an electrical manufacturer overcrowded with half 
a billion dollars of war contracts. Stove companies were denied 
the simple type of work they can do; companies able to do com- 
plex work were overcrowded, delivery delayed. Our unions 
report many other cases where companies able to deliver imme- 
diately have been denied contracts while the work was given 
to large companies, already overcrowded, who could not deliver 
until a date months later. 

We publish these facts because we want to see America 


win this war; because we see plant cdpacity, desperately | 
needed, standing idle while war work is delayed; because we| 


want our boys at the front and other united nations’ armies sup- 
plied with fighting equipment before it is too late. —AFL News.
